Laws Effective July 1st; County Offi­ 
ces Close at 5 o’Clock. 


Tne newly passed statute reg arding 
divorces contains several cuang es that 
those who seek the divorce court as 
easy means of throwing off the matri­ 
monial y oke with the hope of g etting 
married immediately after will do 
well to consider. 
Toe amendment to the statute on 
divorce stetes tnat “In every case in 
whicn a divorce has been g ranted tbe 
divorcees shall not marry within one 
y ear from tne time when the divorce 
was g ranted, and th at in cases where 
adultery was the 
g rounds for the 
obtainance of the decree, the g uilty 
party shall not marry within two 
y ears.” 
The penalty for violating 
tms law is from one to tneee y ears 
impsisonment and tne marriag e is 
absolutely void. 
The statute comes into force on Ju­ 
ly 1. Tnere is somewhat of a q uestion 
wnecher the statute is retroactive 
but tbe consensus of opinion seems to 
t>e tbat it is. If so it will be well for 
divorcees to beware. 


NO COMMON LAW MARRIAGE. 
Nor will there be any more common 
law marriag es after July 1, according 
to a new law. Tnis will prevent ad 
ventuiesses from setting up claims to 
tne estates of deceased rich 
men, 
Claiming to be tneir common law 
wives, as has been done in the past. 
Numerous other chang es will con 
front freq uenters of the court house 
after July 1, the date upon which the 
laws adopted by the last leg islature 
became effective. Heretofore the of­ 
fices of the county and circuit clerk 
have been kept open until 6 o’clock, 
but after Juiy , 5 o’clock will be the 
closing hour. 


NEW SPArER EMPLOYES. 
There Is also a new law th at ex­ 
empts newspaper employ es from jury 
service after July 1. Tne statute 
reads: 
“ All persons actively employ ­ 
ed upon the editorial or mechanical 
staff or department of a newspaper of 
g eneral circulation printed and pub­ 
lished in this state” shall be exempt 
from jury service. 


ABOUT BINDER TWINE 


Farmers Will Soon be Ready for the 
Oats Harvest. 
This is the time of y ear when the 
farmers are arrang ing to buy their 
supply of binder twine. 
Some of 
them in tbe vicinity of Dixon have 
already purchased, but as a rule they 
have not y et done so. 
Dealers usual­ 
ly canvass among tbeir possible cus­ 
tomers and see about how much twine 
will be needed and then order it from 
a jobber. 
Sisal runs 500 feet to tbe 
pound, standard averag es about 550 
feet and then there is the 600 feet 
Manila. 
The latter sort is more ex­ 
pensive than the other and not much 
is used in this vicinity . Tbe standard 
is the kind tbat is tbe most used. 
Binder twine will cost tbe farmer 
this season from 11 to 13 cents a 
pound and an acre of g rain will re­ 
q uire two and a half pounds of twine. 
For forty acres of oats about 100 
pounds of twine is used. 
Harvest usually lasts from July 10 
up to Aug ust 1, but each farmer will 
finish In two to five day s. 
A machine 
will cut about fifteen acres a day , 
althoug h the new machines cut a 
wider swath tb*n tbe older. There 
is a factory for making binder twine 
at Peoria and two in Obio, althoug h 
the material comes from 
Mexico. 
South America and the Philippines 
Manila fiber is broug ht in on the 
backs of men and horses from the in­ 
terior points to Manila, where it ship­ 
ped tofchis country .

tra cks, but seldom see tin* herd tha t 
ha s ca used them.”
